PARISMUS  OF  BOHEMIi 
C  H  A  P.  I. 

Parilkius  arrives  ia  Thellaly,  and  gets 
fci.^hc  of  Lsnrana. 

I^ARISMUS,  fon'andlieirto  the  Kir 
of  Bohemia,  ]ed  by  the  fame  of  Lai 
raoa,  daiightt  r  to  the  King  of  ThtiTal 
refolvcd  to  pay  a  Vif.z  to  the  court  ^ 
Tbebes,  hor  did  fame  lead  him  on 
for  Sicaniis  Prince  of  Perfia,  accomparj 
ed  by  the  Ring  and  Queen  of  Hungai 
the  PriBce  cf  Sparta,  and  Lady  ifabeil 
came  hither  on  the  fame  accotint.  Kir 
Dionifius  entertained  them  all  with  lil 
courtefy  but  Laurana  conceived  an  incl 
nation  rather  to  lik-e  Parifrnus  than  Sic: 
BUS,  who  feeing  the  f ornier  enter  the  p; 
lace,  afked  h<r  chambermaid  Leda  cox 
cerning  him  ;  and  from  that  moment  b< 
gan  to  find  herfelf  v/ouuded. 

That  day  the  fong  entertained  thei:

Olivia  prepared  a  banquet ;  all  th* 
:ourt  were  prefen  c/t^nly  Panfmus.  whofc 
rappofed  illnels  was  lamented  by  Laura- 
la.  While  he  was  ia  ca^itamplation,  a 
>t  of  Malquers  eaterea  iu  this  manner, 
?ir(\y  Two  Moors  cireft  in  white  fattia,. 
w^ith  torches  ;  after  theai  as  many  en- 
luchs  ia  deaths  of  gold  playing  on  wind 
aiufick;  then  appeared  PanHiaus,  ia  a

fcevMirffiil  Ali\im^c^  dancing  afaraband  ; 
^3cxt  followed  OrHlus,  Renm?,  and  iome 
other  Br*bvmi\n  Kiughtb,  who  perform- 
ed  thc^h  parts  to  admiration.  Parifoiu^ 
took  Laurana  out  tr^  dance  Lord  Remus 
reck  rt^tLady  Ifabeiiaj  Orilliis  another 
Spartan  Lady,  &a  tuat  all  dancing 
together  in  a  figure  dance  Parifmias  made 
l^irn  lelt  known  to  Laur^)na  ;  and  pulling 
cffhls  naa&  put  all  iha  court  iato  joy. 
tSo  fir  ting  down  to  the  banquet^  Parlfoius 
.and  Laurana  very  often  glanced  at  each 
other,-  Vvhich  SicanUsS  ohf  .rviug,  grew 
jeAlou&5  \irging  th^  King  of  Hungary  and 
Prince  of  Sparta' to  fij^lick  to  her  fnbep 
f  .r  him.  The  King  readily  .confente4 
to  the  grief  of  Pariimus  and  Laurana,  :i 
t:iri\  on  the  nexe  morning,  Prariilni^ 
^vaikAng  under  Laurana's  window, 'gavi| 
hcT  nriid.  the  folio  wing' letter  to  give  p

SICANUS  iKinkwjr  ?  n{mm  to  be 
his  only  rival,  hired  tl.^  fe  three  Tar-

■wJs  at  a  hawklov^  match,  betng  leparated 
from  hit<  coa^pany,  and  woniided  him  in

Thi3  cauied  a  uuijiuic  beivYceu  the  Pcr^ 


fianand  Bohemian  Kaights,  which  bemg 
appealed,  Sicauus  aad  his  foiiov^ers  de;^ 
to  Peiiia,  except  the  King  of  H^m  .^aiy, 
and  Plince  of  Sparta,  who  deteiled  this 
horrid  vilLiiay.  And  now  Xiag  Dioni-« 
fim  having  like  a  pilgnim,  i:dc  his  court 
unknown^  and  travelled  co  Baheaiia,  and 
there  dKcovered  hiaifelt  to  the  King  de- 
:cknng  his  grief  tor  the  deatii  of  his 
ion  ;  v  Ciinng  his  affiilaace  to  reveoge 
lo  horrid  a  murder ;  which  the  good 
King  prooiiicd,  and  prevailed  with  Di«.

^  modeAly  refuied,  addiag,  that  time 
light  give  him  aa  opportunity  of  de* 
aring  himfelf. — Sooa  atter  arvivred  the 
ings  of  Bohemia  and  Huagary  with 
ipplies  to  his  relief ;  wich  whom  w-is 
ing  Dionifiu.%  who  feat  word  of  hig- 
^Vf^  arrival  to  his  Qaeeo,  Several  battles 
I  zmg  fought  on  boihfides^  it  ^as  at  ia!t 
iferred  to  a  combat  of  three  Knights  oa 
ther  fide.    The  conditions  were,- that 
the  three  Periian  Knights  couquered^ 
'  aurana  (koold  then  be  given  la  niar- 
age  to  Sicaiius,  and  Dioaiiiua  fubje^t- 
i  to  the  crown  of  Perfia  ;  but  i^they 
•  ^ere  conquered,  they  (hould  depart  to 
"icir  own  country,  and  oic-mus  lo  de- 
'  lare  what  he  kacw  of  die  murder  of 
^  'anlu-.us     in  twenty  days  the  combat 
>  iras  to  begin,  during  which  tiaiethe  Black 
Lnight  came  to  try  his  manhood  ;  and 
here  he  found  Polhpus  his  fritnd,  wha 
le  iaviccd  lo  his  cell,  declaring  himielf  to 
K  Panfmus,  and  how  he  was  preii^rvcd 
^  an  oatlaw.    So  Poliipu>  fiad  he  i)oc;i 
itcermuAed  to  be  Lauraa  i's  champion^ 
md  the  outlaw  to  be  aaather^  Panimus 
vrote  uato  the  court  accordingly,^  and 
the  day  of  coaiDat  cacoauterca  .yicU 
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Brufler,  Brander,  and  Ranon  ;  the  latii 
of  ^hcm  killed  the  poor  outlaw  ;  bi 
the  Perfian  Knighls  were  all  flain  by  th 
Black  Knighc  ^nd  Pollipus  :  Whcreupo 
the  King  of  Perfla  commanded  his  ar 
to  withdraw,  and  bicanm  to  dec! 
what  he  knew  of  the  murcer  j  who 
plied,  By  the  reverence  I  owe  to  my  L 
and  Father^  and  to  this  boBOurable 
fembly,  1  denounce  him  a  vil'ain  an4 
traitor  that  docs  accufe  me  of  the  mui 
der  of  PaTiirnus — By  the  lame  reyq 
yence  ^o  this  nobie  afftmbly.  faid  th 
j^lack  knighr,  I  r^tura  that  v'llaix:  ad 
traitor  «pon  thyfelf  i  for  thou  didlt  hi^ 
three  Tartars  to  iBurder  hioi  as  he  w| 
haFkmgj  who  after  wcunding  ium,  Id 
him  for  deadj  ix^  wiicii  t'epiurabie  coa- 
dition  I  fcund  him  ;  all  thii<  1  am  read-) 
to  justify^  and  as  thoa  art  a  Kru.,ht,  nov 
jliewthy  innocence  by  thy  courage,  anc 
I  will  aiifwer  thee  iinmediateiy.  Sic 
BUS  accepted  the  ci.alieage,  ^jad  with^ 
drew  to  ^rep  rre  huiileli,  and,  as 
fuppofed,  tniered  the  lilbj  whom  t 
Black  knght  at  trie  firit  let  unhorfcd,  h 
ving  broke  a  couple  of  his  ribs ;  whe 
the  company  uaJaciOg  his  hehnct  t' 


give  kim  brtath,  fouad  that  it  was  not 
•bicanus,  but  a  perioa  he  lad  hired  ia 
his  (lead,  which  was  io  lil  relented. by 
the  whole  aiieaibly,  that  th^T  all  con- 
cluded him  guilty  ;  an^!  the  king  of  per- 
fiadifjwned  him  tor  his  Ion, io  that  be- 
tween grief  and  iha  ue,  ia  a  ihort  ime 
after  he  die^^^,  — I'he  viictors  were  carried 
in  great  trh^  nph  throng  :i  the  cuy  where 
to  their  gre;:it  aoic^^zeineat  the  Bliciv 
knight,  difcovcred  lumiel(;  with  the 
iBanner  of  Ids  delivery  So  great  waa 
the  joy  of  Lauraoa^  that  as  llie  entered 
the  chamber,  ihe  faintc  .i  away  ;  bur  re- 
covcrine*  found  iicrlch  iii  tiic  arms  of 
iitr  dear  Ptinilnas,

The  maniage  of  Parifmus  and  L^urana. 


PAPJ'^MUS  and  I  ani-^na  were  foon 
after  married.  2c  the  King  of  Bohe- 
mia returning  to  his  kingdom^  was  ac- 
comparie^i  them ;  but  a  ftorm  armng 
Icparatc^d  Panlfoiii/  ili*p  nom  his  faaiers 
who  With  fame  diUkuky  obtained  his 
own  flicre.  After  tnc  ilorm  they  were 
boarded,  by  ph^ates^  who  were  ovfTcome 
by  the  valour  of  ParKh-Ds  and  Pcllip^fs* 
It  iruft  be  remembered,  th::t  a  ir  er- 
ch ant's  ciaughter,  who  Icved  the  ,  P.  ince 
before  m;irrk,.re,  ar^d  who  was  Viotetta' 
was  in  the  Ihi})  as  a  puge.difguika  ;  for 
havmg  fled  tr.  ni  lur  father's  honfe^had 
entertained  Parilbnus  in  Lauraiia'^^  ler- 
vicc  :  aiid  poor  PoUipus  oftea  lamciued' 


lis  dear  Vlolett:;^.  lor  fb  was  her  name 
>uc  no\v  changed  io  AdorAm.  Hiving 
overcome  the  piraas^  the  prince,  Polh- 
ms  and  A(l0^iu^^.  went  afliare  to  refrclh 
hemfelves,  i..^v  ::g  the  pnfoncis  under 
latches,  wiir  icw  n--:r.  ro  guard  fhem, 
im  they  broke  'ojf  bunu  their  owu  laip 


or  fear  of  a  purfuitj  &  failed  away  with 
pe  Prinrefs  and  her  maid  Leda.  Parif- 
jtius  retnrniBg  with  vcnif;ii,  anci  iceiog 
hem  gone  J  cculd  hardly  rctr^ha  hinilbl?  j 
)ut  was  comforted  by  a  i-erruK,  who 
nvited  him  to  his  cell™By  this  cuna 
he  Pnncef'  Laurana  was  brougni  by  the 
'irates  to  the  .hland  ot  reck?.,  and  de- 
iVL-red  to  A<irainai  t  tne  Governor,  who 
■'■  uld  have  forced  hzv  to  hihi  hiiUul  em- 
bracts  J  but  not  prevailing^  he  Ictc  her 
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to  lus  fifler  Adamafia,  v/lio  tortured  he 
with  heavy  ffripes  to  compel  hrr  to  it.— 

l-iere  Lauian'^  was  deHvered  ot  a  yoan; 
foa,  ^^'  honi  iheD-^a;ed  tanfmenos  j  am 
Adamafia  thre:Kr  ;n>^  t  >  kill  it,  was  pre 
vented  by  the  l  urfcj  who  fl?d  with  th 
child  ii.to  the  wiideiaefs,  la  the  meal 
ti^ne,  the  di{cor:fc>].^te  i-^rince  and  Poili 
pus^  and  the  picriv  pa^;e  Adonius,  hi 
\inkiiowu  Vi.ihuAy  having  refreiliei 
thtrnilelres,  the  hcrant  told  them  die; 
were  then  in  the  c.:f:>i:.ie  -fl^n-v,  of  wnic; 
he  was  (jTice  a  king,  hue  ck|-^uted,  by  th: 
eiicha^Kiiients  ol  Helloaa.  a  rorcerelii 
ana  her  paramour  Drub-Al  f^heie  wc^' 
cvc'^come  by  the  viiiour  of  two  heroes 
and  Antiochus,  the  heraiit  reiioied 
Jiis  kingdom -—At  inil  they  v^xre  take| 
priloneis,  and  enchariced  fail  alieep  ;  bi| 
iicilona  behokiing  die  be^AXUv  or  lUiil 
mns^  loofed  hi  pi  in  hopes  of  inb  exnbra; 
ces  ;  but  he  twilkd  her  iieck  round  taa| 
ihe  Gied,  and  then  i-eieai.ed  the  capaVi! 
quecu  and  her  cJnkh  ca  ;  io  a  il.ig  wa; 
hung  out  to  inyi;e  IhipB  to  that  port 
where  fooii  a  vtilcl  from  fliiagary  ar 
livcd^  the  capraiii  named  BarziUas,  witl; 
whom  they  went,  and  fo  Ick  Aaiiuci)

Parifinus  refcuen  Laurr^na,  and  the 
aciions  of  his  Son  Parifmenos* 

THEY  had  not  failed  far,  when  ^n- 
dramart's  pirates  furioiifly  attack- 
ed them  again  ;  but  being  overcame.  Pa- 
rifrnus  put  them  to  the  f^vor J,  except 
one  or  two,  who  informed  mm  of  Lau- 
rana^  and  proml(ed  to  cnaducl  hiin  to 
her  if  he  wonld  venture  80011  did  they 
airive  at  the  111 -md  of  Rocks,  where  An- 
dramarr  beirg  arrived  from  hunting,  at 
his  caftle  gate,  they  flew  hirfi  and  i\x 
fer\^ants.  then  catered  the  cafile,  and 
(urprized  and  killed  his  men.  -by  the 
help  of  Brazlilus;  and  the  red  fibmicted. 

The  Prince  llarchiag  about  for  Laura- 
n;?,  fouad  her  in  a  chiiuber  with  her 
maid  I.eda,  in  a  fici  condnioa  ;  but  who 
can  tell  the  joy  (he  conceived  to  behold 
Iier  dcv>r  lord  I  To  hin:)  ihe  told  all  her 
fuilcriiigg,  cfpeciaUy  the  loC-  of  her  Pa- 
rifmeno?.  Soo-n  after  they  h^ok  ihvcAy.r.^ 
mi  arrived  in  Boheinia  :  Where  Vio- 
.ctta  ieeing  the  great  coulUuc)^  of  her 
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lover  P<^lupus,  who  v^wzd  to  iearch  the 
worid  for  her^  difcovered  htrfelf,  and 
they  were  married  with  great  fpleudor, 
to  general  latisfadioa.

Phileaa,  he  woa  at  a  tournameat,  yet  be 
redored  her  to  a  Thracian'K.odght^  her 
fir ll  and  deareft  lover.  Pariflnus  was  ad- 
viled  to  this  by  Vei  uh^  who  thewed  hina 
in  a  dream  the  fair  pidlure  of  a  beaiiti- 
fal  Lady,  faying  lo  him  thefe  words :

Havlu'^  taken  leave  of  Thrace^  Parif- 
mns.  now  railed'  the  Knight  of  Fame^ 
came  to  a  pleafant- valley,  where  lie  laid 
hiixileii  do.vii  to  reft.  Jail  ac  this  time 


Angel'cr^,  the  daughter  of  Maiiimui, 
Kinrr  0^  N  itolia  having  that  day  forfakeii 
tb/  Gol  vr-  Tower;  to  meet  her  father, 
pafle«l  by.  ao't  fpying  Parifmenos,  iuppo- , 
^ng  he  had  been  dead,  fent  a  Kaight  to 
itc  who  he  ^as  ;  ox\  his  being  faddenly 
waked^  and  beholding  her  before  hiai^ 
he  was  con  v.in  ced  it  was  (he  he  had  leenl 
in  the  vifion,  fo  he  joined  with  her  tra'-n, 
Soon  after  (he  dropped  her  glovci  which 
the  Knight  of  Fame  perceiv'iag,  flang  • 
himfelf  from  his  herie,  and  with  due  ^. 
reverence  prefented  it  to  her  Hlghnef^i 
who  gave  it  him  fcr  his  pains.  This  fa- 
vor being  greatly  en  vied  by  Lor  J  Golii- 
mns,  he  commanded  hLai  to  farrender 
it;  bin  ihftead  of  a  compliance  foviad

The  Kuight  of  Fame  was  b.c^^e  aobly 
eccivcd  by  Parifmus  and  LaiiraRa,  then 
vir.g  and  Queen;  who  aeiired  him  to

entage^  and  adventures;  upoa  wiiich 
le  began  as  follows  :
